The agreement with Avnet is to maintain the Uninterruptible Power Supplies {UPS) that provide cxtended
periods of power to routers, switches/hubs, and multiplexors during electrical power outages at any City
of Austin location. Also included in the contract are Simple Network Management Protocol (SNMP)
Cards and a quantity of replacement batterics that enable Communications and Technology Management
to determine outages or battery failures prior to the loss of network availability. Without this UPS
agreement, power outages would disable network devices that provide access to network resources, such
as F-mail, software applications. or documents stored on file servers across the Wide Area Network and
the City’s business services to its customers would be adversely impacted.

The existing UPS devices are aging and multiple devices are installed at sites throughout the City. An
annual evaluation ensures on-going citywide network reliability and reduces downtime due to power
oulages. The annual evaluation includes a manual test from site power to backup battery and a
replacement of non-functional batteries.

This contract includes UPS supplies to supplement the City’s stock for the period between the annual
evaluations. Rapid deployment of replacement batteries limits the impact to network services due to daily
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
